FIGHT AT 
CIENFUEGOS

KEY WEST, Fla,, May 14.—The United 


States cruiser Marblehead, the gunboat 
Nashville and the auxiliary cruiser Win- 
dom steamed up to the harbor of CSen- 
fuegos early Wednesday morning with 
orders to cut' tho cable connecting Ha- 
vana with Sanitago.de Cuba, 


This task was -accomplished, but 'only 


after a terrlflc 'fight between our war- 
ships and several thousand Spanish troops 
which Mned the shore and lay concealed 
behind Improvised breastworks. 


A seaman named Regan of the Marble- 


head was killed outright In one of the 
working1 small boats, and six men were 
severely wounded. In addition a large 
number on board the ship received minor 
wounds. 
Captain Magulre of the WIndom be- 


illeves that several of the six badly 
wounded men -who were-brought to Key 
(West on the WIndom cannot recover.

Regan, died while on the way back to thi; 
ship. Lieutenant Winslow was shot in 
the hand, and a number of others were 
more or less injured. 
On the Nashville, Captain llaynarrl 


was standing on the forward bridge with 
an ensign, when a Spanish bullet passed 
through the ensign's shoulder and struck 
Maynarrl on the chest, wounding him 
only stiifhtly. . ;.:•.-.: :

OFFICIALLY CONFIRMED. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—The Navy De- 


partment has just received a dispatch 
from Commodore Remey at Key West 
confirming the report of a severe engage- 
ment at Cienfuegos last Wednesday. He 
transmits tho report of Captain McCall 
of the Marblehead, showing that one 
man was killed, Herman Regan, a ma- 
rine on the Marblehead, and several in- 
jured. Severe losses were inflicted upon 
the Spaniards, and the object of the at- 
tack, which was to cut the cable, was ac- 
complished.

INSURGENTS 


AT MANILA. 


By Associated Press to The Tribune. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Manila via Hong Kong 
says: 


The American victory at Cavlte and 


the complete collapse of the Spanish 
navy have struck terror Into Manila. 


The blockade continues, but the pub- 
lic is .calm. If thinks that the Euro- 
pean powers have intervened -to pre- 
vent the bombardment of Manila. The 
country is quiet.'' The natives will not 
actively or openly favor the Americans 
unless assured that Spanish rule is over 
forever, for fear of reprisals. 
The desire to break the Spanish rule 
Is general throughout the country and 
the American invasion is popular as a 
means'to gaining this In the end. 


The native mind la only influenced by 


an'exhibition of strength, _7bex .think; 


the blockade Is weak and that this Is 
due to foreign intervention. Manila can 
draw supplies from the Interior and 
hold out for months. The troops at 
Manila consist of about 10,000 regulars 
and 15,000 volunteers. The volunteers 
have no instruction and their ftre ia 
wild and dangerous to the troops. Tha 
artillery has no machine guns. 


Public opinion, -which first favored 


Admiral Montejo, has now changed.' 
The Spaniards freely characterize his 
defense 
of Cavlte. 
They say 
the 
Americans came within range of his 
guns and that his artillery was good 
enough to do great damage 
to the 


American fleet if well handled. Tho 
Captain-General ordered Admiral Mon- 
tejio to anchor his fleet to the batteries.. 
Montejo replied that his place was to 
defend the arsenal of Cavite. The de- 
fense of Manila without a fleet was Im- 
possible.

It, with 
her name appended, is in the scrap books 
of poetasters throughout the world, and 
its first two phrases have become a part 
of the proverbial philosophy of tho Ian. 
guage, to her great honor and renown. 
Who can read without admiration: 
'Laugh, and the world laughs with you: 
Weep, and you weep alone; 


For the sad old earth must borrow its 


mirth, 


But has troubles enough o£ its own. 


Sing, and the hUls will answer; 


Sleh, it is lost on the air; 


The echoes bound to a joyful sound, 


33ut shrink from voicing caro." 
The sentiment contained therein is al- 


most as philosophical and as redolent of 
decadent humanity's spirit of parasitism 
as is the poem written at tho Gait House, 
Louisville, Kentucky. Anno I>omlni 1SU2, 
by Colonel John A. Joyce,, at the rectuest 
of George D. Prentice,, and by him pub- 
lished in the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
which is very similar in its metrical 
phrasing, at least* .to that which 151 !a . 
Wheeler Wilcox, then an infant, indited I 
in after years. The first stanza of Col- j 
onel Joyce's poem ia: 
"Laugh, and the world laughs with you; 


Weep, and you weep alone; 


For this brave old earth must borrow its 


mirth, 


It has trouble enough of its own. 


Sing, and the hills will answer; 


Sigh! It is lost on the air; 


The echoes bound to a joyful sound, 


But shrink from voicing care." 
The critical reader will nota the marked 


difference in tho diction of the Wilooxlan 
verse from tho lines of Colonel Joyce. 
The one who wrote It last prefers "sad" 
to "brave" adjectlvely applied to tliat old 
thing, tho earth; and "It" gives place to 
''but," when "trouble" (tho Wilcox muse 
pluralizes "troubles," perhaps with the 
pen of prophecy) enters the stanza, and 
a comma follows "sigh" in her version 
where an exclamation point batter pleased 
the man who wrote it when she was a 
child. 
The second stanza of "Solitude" is: 


"Rejoice, and men will seek you; 


Grieve, and they turn and go; 


They want full, measure of all your pleas- 


ure, 
. 
.• 


But they do not need your;woe.. 


Be glad, apd your friends are many; 


Be sad, and you lose them all: 


There are none to decline your nectar'd 


wine, 
. 
. . . 


But alone you must drink life's gall." 
When Colonel Joyce wrcte this poem, 


when .Ella Wheeler Wilcox was learning 
her alphabet in Wisconsin, he preferred 
"want" to "need" in the fourth.line: 


"But they do not want your woe." 
Otherwise the Wilcoxian stanza would 


have'had-his earnest and poetic apprecia- 
tion. 


The third stanza of "Solitude" Is: 


."Feast, and your halls are crowded; 


Fast, and the world soes by; 


Succeed and give, and it helps you to 


live. 


But no man can help you to die. 


There Is room ia the halls of pleasure 


For a long and lordly train. 


But one by one we must all file on •• 


Through the narrow aisles of pain." 


And, 
strangely enough, that was the 


very way Colonel Joyce wrote It when 
Ella Wheeler Wllcox's hisrhest poetic 
ideal was "Mother Goose's Melodies" or 
the ballad of "The Ten Little Pigs," 
nightly illustrated upon her pink' little 
toes by her fond maternal ancestor. 


That Ella Wheeler Wilcox wrote this 


poem no critic may dispute, fur her wrist 
Is strong and she doubtless had a firm 
grasp of the pen when'she copi—wrote it. 
The writer hereof wrote it himself—with 
the "Poems of Passion" of Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox, edition, of W. H. Conkey & Co. 
of Chicago, open, at page 84, before him. 
Q. E. D., Ella Wheeler Wilcox could, and 
probably did, also write it—with Colonel 
John A. Joyce's poem lying within her 
scope of vision on her desk. 


Mrs. 
William P. McDermott of 210 San 


Jose avenue, Alameda, admired these 
varses and framed thorn with a score of 
music, giving due credit, for the text to 
the author, and compiler, of the "Poems 
of Passion." 
Afterward she wrote to 


Colonel Joyce as to the original author- 
ship of the world famed poem, and was 
Informed by him that he wrote it, origi- 
nally, in 1862, for George D. Prentice. 


Which does not detract from the verity 


of Ella Wheeler Wilcox's position as 
claimant of it by the publishing o£ it in 
her "Pooms of Passion." - Possibly her 
passion overcame her when she wrote it. 
un-originally, some years after Colonel 
Joyce first gave tho poem to the world. 
She may be the priestess of pantheism, 
as well as passion, and with broad catho- 
licity worships Mercury, god o£ thieves, 
equally with Apollo, god of poesy.
